Washington To Get Ist Negro Bus Drivers 

Officials of the Capital Transit Company agreed 
to hire their first Negro bus and trolley operators in 
Washington, D. C., thus climaxing a 14-year inte- 
gration drive which was highlighted by recent White 
House intervention, a spokesman for the President’s 
“Little FEPC” told JET. 

Calling the integration of the bus company’s 
forces ‘‘one of the biggest civil rights victory of the 
Eisenhower administration,” the spokesman said 
that the first class of Negroes, composed of bus com- 
pany workers now employed in other departments, 
will begin training shortly. 

Credited for paving the way for the upgrading of 
Negro workers were New York Herald-Tribune 
President Mrs. Helen Rogers Reid, John Roosevelt, 
son of the late President Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
White House aide Maxwell Rabb, who overcame 
company fears that white transit workers would 
“call a walkout in protest of Negro bus drivers.”

Sweepstakes Winner Gives $15,000 To Civic Groups 

A $60-a-week Harlem clothing firm shipping clerk, who 
won $140,000 last October in the Irish Sweepstakes, gave 
a total of $15,000 to 15 civic institutions, including gifts 
of $2,500 each to the NAACP and National Urban League 
because they “did the most for Negroes.” In announcing 
the gifts, Raymond Wallace, a 52-year-old bachelor, said 
he gave $1,250 each to the Harlem YW and YMCA and 
the United Negro College Fund and $625 contributions to 
eight other varied groups, including the Greater New 
York Fund, Boy Scouts of America and the Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropies. Wallace told reporters he felt 
the groups “needed the money” and that he wanted to 
“help out.” 





5 Ga. Hot-Rodders Killed Playing ‘Chicken’ 

Speeding in cars at 75 miles per hour in a pastime 
called “chicken,” five hot-rodders were killed near 
Atlanta when their cars crashed into each other. 
The only survivor was Joseph West, 37. Police said 
the men were playing “chicken”—a game in which 
cars speed at each other and the first driver to turn 
aside is considered a coward or “chicken.” 
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Bunche Elevated To Top-Ranking UN Post 

Ralph J. Bunche, former director of the United Nation’s 
trusteeship division, was elevated to UN undersecretary 
without portfolio, one of the two top positions in the cabi- 
net of UN Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold. In his 
new job, Bunche, the only American Negro to win the 
Nobel Peace Prize, will carry out UN assignments through- 
out the world for the next three and one-half years. 


Louisville, Kentucky Hotels May Drop Color Ban 

Louisville’s downtown hotels may begin to relax their 
color bars against Negroes, according to the city’s NAACP 
President George T. Cordery. Reason: several large na- 
tional groups have refused to hold conventions in the city 
because of the hotel! discrimination 


Memphis’ Ist Negro Marshal Ruled Unqualified 
Former Memphis florist, Raymond Lynom, first Negro 
deputy marshal in West Tennessee since Reconstruction, 
was ruled unqualified by the Civil Service Commission 
because he lacked sufficient enforcement experience. 
Lynom, 41, whose appointment last July provoked the 
resignation of the chief deputy for racial reasons, said 
he will return to his flower shop.

Federal action in the beating of Charles Patrick, who 
refused to move his car for Lynch’s wife. Assistant jail 
warden Earl James Jackson, 31, was given a 10-day sus- 
pension for not reporting the beating.

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Diggs Breaks Color Bar At Congressional Hotel 

Detroit’s Congressman-elect Charles Diggs Jr. reserved 
a suite at the Congressional Hotel in Washington, D. C. 
and will become the first Negro ever to book permanent 
residence in the swank hotel, which caters chiefly to U.S. 
lawmakers. Slated to arrive in the nation’s capital on 
January 6 aboard a special train carrying more than 400 
supporters, Diggs will be honored at a reception at: the 
Dodge Hotel. In his first post-election move, Diggs an- 
nounced the appointment of Miss Dorothy Quarker, 32- 
year-old Detroit insurance company executive, as his 
Washington administrative aide. He also named Atty. 
Basil Brown as counsel and Mrs. Edith Jones and Dora 
Wilcox as aides in his Detroit office.

Reconstruction, three able and distin- 
guished representatives from cities 
with the largest Negro communities, 
took office in the House of Representa- 
tives in Washington.

Atlanta Cave-In Kills 2, Injures 4 Workers 

Trapped while digging a ditch, two Atlanta work- 
ers were killed and four others critically injured 
when a half million tons of rock and dirt crashed 
down on a group of 30 laborers. A seventh worker 
was missing but authorities believed he left the 
scene before the cave-in. The men were digging the 
ditch beside a 300-foot-long, five-foot-high retaining 
wall in the city’s northwest section when the wall 
began to shake, starting a scramble for safety.

In separate moves aimed at dodging school integration, 
Georgia and Mississippi are planning to raise millions of 
dollars through extra taxes and revenue certificates in 
order to equalize Negro and white schools. The Georgia 
School Building Authority plans to spend $200 million to 
equalize schools immediately. 


Wis. FEPC Probes Negro Bricklayers’ Bias Charges 

Officials of the Wisconsin Fair Employment Practices 
Commission ordered a January 19 hearing to determine 
whether the Milwaukee local of the AFL bricklayers 
union was illegally barring two Negro applicants because 
of their race. Working contractor Randolph Ross and 
James Harris, one of his employees, charged union 
officials ignored their $100-each membership applications. 
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‘The Negro Under Desegregation’ In POLICE GAZETTE: When the 
U. S. Supreme Court stated in its desegregation ruling 
that Negroes get “a sense of inferiority” in segregated 
schools, the court “usurped the prerogatives of the pul- 
pit,” declares writer J. B. Matthews in a Police Gazette 
article. Matthews said the Supreme Court “also consti- 
tuted itself a panel of psychologists and attempted to 
tell the country why and under what circumstances ‘a 
sense of inferiority’ is acquired.” He feels the following 
things await Negroes under desegregation: 1) Negro 
school teachers “may well” lose their jobs and “be the 
greatest sufferers”; 2) Negro school children may “ac- 
quire an even greater sense of inferiority” from the fact 
that all principals and teachers are white; 3) Negroes will 
suffer greatly if southern states abolish tax-supported 
public schools as Georgia, South Carolina and Mississippi 
are prepared to do. Concludes Matthews: “It may take 
many years before integration is a success.” 

‘The Army And Its Negro Soldiers’ In THE REPORTER: The riots, 
scenes of bitterness and murders which were predicted 
when integration was ordered in the Army failed to ma- 
terialize, reports Leo Bogart in The Reporter magazine. 
Bogart’s report is based on an official Army survey of 
14,000 officers and men in Korea, Japan and the United 
States shortly after President Truman’s executive order 
first went into effect. The research team found “that the 
worries about integration were largely unfounded.” Then, 
why were there such dark and gloomy predictions about 
the end of Army segregation? States Bogart: “One reason 
is that people may give others less credit than they give 
themselves for being able to behave sensibly in difficult 
situations.” Bogart says the “main reason why integration 
succeeded is to be found in the actual change in men’s 
attitudes as they worked and lived together.” A survey 
conclusion: Whites, North and South, have similar views 
as to race.

Catholics Say 1 In 5 Negro Priests In White Parishes 

One-fifth of all the Negro Catholic priests in the U. S.; 
have served exclusively white parishes, Rev. Albert S. 
Foley of Spring Hill College, Ala., told 400 sociologists 
attending the American Catholic Sociological Society 
meeting in Chicago. Father Foley said many Negro priests 
abandon their race by “passing” for white. 
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BAPTIST PASTOR SEEKS BETTER 
A St. Joseph, Mo., Baptist minister, who said he wanted 
to study the Catholic religion “at first hand,” is a stu- 
dent of philosophy at the Catholic St. Benedict College 
in Atchison, Kans. The minister, Rev. Clanton C. W. Daw-} 
son, 45, is pastor of New Hope Baptist Church, was or-/ 
dained in 1951 after studying at a Baptist seminary. He 
daily drives the 50-mile round trip from his home to the 
school, where one of his fellow students is 5l-year-old 
Frater Columban Vernie Clinch, who will be ordained a 
Benedictine priest in 1955. Frater Clinch will be the first 
Negro ordained a priest in the 96-year-old history of St. 

Rev. Dawson, who sees 
nothing odd in a Baptist minister studying at a Catholic 
school, says: “From personal experience, I know Cath- 
olic education to be above that available in the average 
state school.” 
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Creditors Close Hotel Theresa Bar, Dining Room 

Business operations in the coffee shop, dining recom, bar 
and cocktail lounge of Harlem’s Hotel Theresa were closed 
for an “indefinite period” when creditors of Theresa Ca- 
terers, Inc., charged non-payment of several thousand 
dollars in food and drink debts. A spokesman for the cater- 
ers’ group which sublet the $50,000-a-year concession last 
year said they will file a bankruptcy action.
